wonderfull for length and breadth , and alſotheſame 
was builded vpon arched vaults of (tone for defence 
againk fire , which was a manner of worke till, then 
 vaknownetothe people of this Nation ; broughtin 
by the French,and the ſtone from Cane in Normandie. 
This HMawricizxs deceaſed inthe yeere 1107. Richard

Oreouer, at the ypper end of the South 
| walke aboue ftayres, it is worthy nctto be 
forgotten , that within theſe terve yeeres, 
( viz : Anno 1608 ) aſtone being taken 
vp and a vault digged to interr the body of S:,Richard 
wale, there was found a Coffin hauing within 
it the Corps of one S', Gerard Braybroke, a famous 
Knight , who lived in the reignes of King Edward 
the third and King R:chard the 2. and was there 
buried almoſt 250. yeeres fithence : which appeared 
not by any Monument,remayning - bone ground, but 
by the Popes Pardon to the taid Sr. Gerard & his Lady, 
ingrofled in parchment and laid betwixt the wooden 
cofhn and the Lead, ypon his breſt : the true Copy 
of which Pardon L having procured , is here following 
ſented vnto your view : and beſides, there were 
ound certaine herbes with the ſaid Pardon, which 
reteined their perfe& ſent or odour, as is credibly re- 
orted by Tome that ſaw and ſmeltthem :; which is 
oth lirange and memorable.
